that the Trigonometrical Survey of Ireland , should be forthwith 
vigorously carried into effect. 

Resolved, 

THAT it is the Opinion of this Committee, That our Chairman be 
directed to move The House, that an humble Address be presented 
to His Majesty, that the Board of Ordnance should take adequate 
measures for early and active proceedings towards the Trigonometrical 
Survey of Ireland ; assuring His Majesty, that this House will make 
good the expenses of the same.
